But 
two weeks ago, IGA management 
told Jones he could no longer sell 
Our Voice in front of the store 
because of customer complaints 
about his presence 

“They find that they feel uncom- 
fortable walking by him and not 
giving him money,” said Dennis 
Ostapchuk, manager of the Strath- 
cona Gardens IGA. “I've had a cus- 
tomer say that his wife won't come 
into the store with the street ven- 
dors out there. And when I start 
losing customers because if it, 
then I've got to start thinking of 
my own business also.” 

Ostapchuk said he’s received 
complaints about Jones’ presence 
for the past six months. The num- 
ber of complaints increased in May 

and June to at least 10 a week, he 
said. Other IGA employees also 
heard similar complaints. 

Michael Walters, managing edi- 
tor of Owr Voice, says he called 
IGA and asked exactly what Victor 
had done wrong. IGA could not

Walters has spoken with both 
the mall owner, Ham Lau, and 
Michael Bateman, vice-president 
of Bateman Foods Ltd., which 
owns six IGA stores in Edmonton 
including the Strathcona Gardens 
store, about allowing Jones back 
on the premises. Walters explained 
to both parties that Jones makes 
his livelihood by selling the news- 
paper, but he was unable to 
change their minds. 

Lau told SEE his hands are tied 
because, as a property owner, he 
has to do what his tenants request. 
“IGA wrote me a letter and as a

Porn story wasn’t ¢ what it Biased to be 


Editor, SEE: 

| was dispirited to read Chieu 
Luu Luong’s feature on pornogra- 
phy (Mains streaming porn SEE, 
July 13 - 19). 'm not an anti-porn 
crusader — consenting adults can 
do whatever they want in private as 
long it doesn’t hurt others. 

Luong’s article is touted on the 
cover as a report on “How an 
underground industry moved to 
main street.” That would have 
made an interesting story. But the 
sociological, historical details of 
pornography in Edmonton were 
only briefly touched upon in the 
article before tthe article became a 
defence, even celebration, of porn. 
Luong writes: “Despite these 
inroads into mainstream culture, 
actual images of naked people hav- 
ing sex remains taboo.”

Daisy: Obviously it’s integral to 
our development as musicians 
right now. There is so much going 
on in the broad term of “art” and 
Edmonton is completely underrat- 
ed. Actually, the Canadian Indie 
scene is really where it’s at for us. 
We love seeing Ford Pier, Carolyn 
Mark, Ember Swift, Kinnie Star, 
Veda Hille, all of these people are 
brilliant! It's a $5 cover charge; 
how can you beat it? 

“Relocating at this point isn’t 


really a concern. Our thoughts are 
why pay $800 rent in Toronto just 
to be on the road anyway? For 
other bands it is an option because 
they are at that point in their 
careers. We face this question all 
the time and we evaluate it... 
right now, we want to stay near 
the river valley . . . biking’s very 
important to us. 

Fish: Which one of you is the 
physically strongest?

he last time the Weakerthans 
Tees in town was last winter,

“Why I’ve gotten interested in 
folk music now is just that it’s a tra 
dition of people telling stories,” he 
says.

Oddly enough it was when she 
was a member of the Mekons that 
the natural jewel of a voice she had 
lent itself perfectly to the country 
and western sound. 

“We talked about it a lot,” 
explains Langford of first hearing 
that voice and those tunes connect, 
“we realized that her voice really 
suited that sort of thing.”

They shot five peo- 
ple before being apprehended 
by the police. 

“I thought somebody had 
thrown a-bettle from the truck,” 
remarks Strongman, who recalls 
the paintball was pink. 

Earlier, Strongman had bro- 
ken a few ribs in a “friendly” 
hockey game, which forced the 
cancellation of what was sup- 
posed to be the group’s début 
performance.

REMIX . . . edmonton's urban and electronic music report 


A taste of digital culture 


BY DAVID JACKSON 
ith all the new ways of pro- 
cessing and distributing 
audio and visual data that 
have recently become so acces- 
sible, there are an increasing 
number of multimedia art forms 
peing spawned. These artists 
have been given a new-found 
freedom of expression, both 
technically and conceptually, 
with the advent of a virtual 
flood of new applications. As a 
result the digital world has cre- 
ated the necessity for a long list 
of new additions to the interna- 
tional “eyber-speak” which per- 
vades many languages with 
_ descriptive terminology. One 
such term is “vusic,” which 
describes a combination of 
music that is mixed specifically 
for visuals, and visuals that are 
created for music — unlike the 
traditional music video that tai- 
‘jors imagery to the dominant 
' format of a song. 

London-based Addictive TV 
has been helping pioneer this 
new cyber-turf with the creation 
of the audio-visual project they 
call “Transambient.” This pro- 
ject embodies the fusion of 
music and visuals by a group of 
artists who have defined a new 
artistic handle with their pro- 
duction of VJ (visual-jockey) 

mixes and AV (audio-visual) 
sets. The purpose of this 
endeavor is to fuse specially 
mixed beats with modern film- 
making and club visuals for the 
purpose of heightening the 
impact of each of the two medi- 
ums with the synergy of sight 
and sound. 


With seven programs online at 
present (each in two parts), 
visual artists and musicians col- 
laborate to produce some 
“synaptically challenging” mate- 
rial with a unique flavor not 
found on the old-school music- 
video dial. These works bring 
some fresh and sometimes jar- 
ring perspective to the screen 
which lets you see the world 
and its patterns and rhythms in 
a freaky but lucid and meaning- 
ful new light — in what has 
been called “acid filmmaking for 
the dance generation.” With 
much crossover of musical gen 
res in the AV mix, there is a var- 
ied blending of styles that 
include trance to ambient to 
drum and bass and then some, 
featuring artists like 808 State, 
Fructose, Tolly, The Source, 
Spiral 3’s Pimpi Arroyo, Geraint 
Hughes and Mark Summers. 

There have been an increasing 
number of CD’s being released 
in recent years that are actually 
CD-ROM’s containing static 
image galleries and video. 
Because there are limitations in 
the amount of data that can be 
crammed onto a CD, the visuals 
have had to be secondary to the 
musical format, but the people 
behind Transambient are con- 
vinced that visual-jockey mixes 
are to become the golden egg 
for the future of dance music 
and home entertainment. In a 
world brimming with DJ’s who 
have become adept at dropping 
wax, and so many people doing 
similar things, it stands to rea- 
son that more innovation will 
become necessary for artists to 


distinguish themselves from the 
beat-mixing masses and that 
innovation will require a more 
dynamic format to accommo- 
date the expanding size of the 
digital data used to express it. 

Luckily, somebody already 
invented a portable high-volume 
storage format, the DVD (digital 
video disc), which is likely to 
become as common as a CD 
before 2010. You can already 
buy a cellular phone in Japan 
with an LCD screen built In and 
Internet connectivity, so it 
doesn't seem like such a long- 
shot to think that portable stere- 
os here might soon include DVD 
players and screens, making 
multimedia home entertainment 
far more common an experience 
(at least in these cushy parts of 
the world where we have the 
luxury to even consider these 
things). 

Leading the way in this direc- 
tion with its broad sampling of 
digital culture is the True Love 
Label Collective and Addictive 
TV, who are releasing the first 
Transambient DVD audio-visual 
album on July 24. The album 
features eight twelve-minute 
mixes of sight and sound with 
mostly exclusive tracks. A 
slightly shorter version will be 
available on VHS tape and a 
double CD soundtrack version 
which is strictly audio, as well 
as an ambient chill-out album 
entitled Journey to the Centre of 
the Beat, which has been pro- 
duced using music from the 
broadcast television showing of 
Transambient on Channel 4 in 
the U.K.

Bagdan’s expansive definition. 

In one work an image of a female 
porn actress is juxtaposed with 
images and headlines from the 
news media, including the “head- 
line announcing the death of 
Princess Diana, a woman chased to 
death by the media.” All images of 
the silk-screen print are video cap- 
tures, in effect material “filtered” 
through the most ubiquitous and 
incestuous porn engine of them all 
— television. 

“Why is it that it is unacceptable 
to watch an image of human plea- 
sure — sex, a natural act we label 
impure — yet we endlessly watch 
images of human suffering,” says 
Bagdan, a recent graduate of the 
University of Alberta’s industrial 
design program. “Porn and the 
news industry both take private 
acts and publicize them.” 

“I've always been curious about 
the construction of media and ulti- 
mately shocked by our growing 
voyeuristic society,” says Bagdan, 
citing Neil Postman’s How to Watch 
TV News as one of his notable 
inspirations in his deconstruction 
of tabloid culture. 

Another of the silk-screens, Viagra, 
examines “the fall of manhood — no 


pun intended — using images fro 
1950's advertising (a Cadillac), silk 
screened in juxtaposition with the 
horn of an extinct animal” 

“Both images are phallic symbols 
and the work speaks to the loss oj 
power of the phallus, especial|, 
given that the work is on plasti: 
showing the artificiality of the 
whole process.” 

Perhaps the most overt ot 
Bagdan’s work is a series of three 
human skins (molded from latex 
that he’s hung on a clothesline 
Tattooed on the skins are a variety 
of biological shapes including sea 
urchins and porcupine quills, illus- 
trating the decline of nature in our 
post-industrial culture. 

“I chose latex because of the 
fetishistic nature of the material 
and also because I thought it spoke 
to the future of man — laterally 
that these skins could be the shed 
skin of a new trans-human cyborg 
race of the future,” Bagdan says. “In 
a way these skins are less about 
sex than they are about the very 
future of flesh itself.”

about the script. In comicdom, 
writers have decades’ worth of 
back-story to use as a spring- 
board. In film, you need to pro- 
vide all the main characters’ histo- 
ries in a little under 30 minutes — 
ideally less in an action flick. 

All things considered, the film 
does a good job introducing us to 
the world of mutants, the good 
guys (students at Professor 
Xavier’s ‘school for gifted young- 
sters’), and the bad guys (mostly 
character-less but funky-looking 
flunkies of Magneto). 

But then something goes 
wrong. The action-film formula 
kicks in and the heroes become 
interchangeable, spouting inap- 
propriate (and unfunny) lines at 
one another in between scrap- 
fests. Sure, you get to see 
Wolverine and Sabretooth fight on 
top of the Statue of Liberty, but, 
you also have to hear Storm one- 
up Toad with the line: “Do you 
know what happens to a toad 
when it gets hit by lightning? The 
same thing as anything else.” 

And what’s the deal with Toad, 
anyway? Before he finally gets hit 
by lightning, he sueceeds in 
trouncing three X-Men at the 
same time! Excuse me?! Time to 
hit the Danger Room again, guys; I 
don't think you're ready for the 
big screen just yet.

Fuckhead (yes, that’s his name) is 
into uppers, downers,  all- 
arounders, but the films share an 
eerie resemblance in their desire to 
celebrate cluelessness, whoops, I 
mean, childlike wonder. In both 
cases the protagonists wear their 
inability to process life as a noble 
shield, protecting them from bitter- 
ness, cynicism and that most dread- 
ed of all evils in today’s neo-earnest 
climate, irony. But this dearth of 
edginess also leaves Forrest and 
Fuckhead rather flat presences and 
leaves me longing for the 1940’s 
hard-boiled types who had, if noth- 
ing else, razor sharp witticisms to 
bandy about. 

Jesus’ Son is not the complete 
drek of Forrest Gump, but 
Maclean's second feature is a let- 
down for those of us who were 
thoroughly enraptured by her first 
feature effort, Crush. Crush literal- 
ly seemed to come out of nowhere: 
an unsettling, truly weird piece that 
heralded Maclean as a unique cine- 
matic voice. Sadly Jesus’ Son, 
based on a short story collection by 
Denis Johnson, immediately feels 


derivative, even forced. Its 
fetishization of 1970’s seediness 
and the compassionate gaze it 
throws towards its ludicrously 
small-time down-and-outers offers 
little of interest. 

The film’s episodic structure 
tracks the kooky happenings and the 
even kookier characters encoun- 
tered by the dippy, wonked-out 
Fuckhead as he meanders through 
the Midwest. Both Crudup and 
Samantha Morton (Sweet and Lo’ 
Down) turn in fine performances 
and Denis Leary is so at home in the 
era that he totally displaces himself 
from the present — I became con- 
vinced that I'd seen him in The 
French Connection. Holly Hunter 
and Dennis Hopper also show up, 
but the relish with which they attack 
their quirks roles reeks of the “Look 
Mom, I'm acting” school, a trait that 
proves rather jarring. 

Maclean is not shy to experiment 
and Jesus’ Son is, at times, visually 
rich. Split-screen action is incorpo- 
rated to chart the diverse results of 
two simultaneous overdoses and 
one scene allows us Fuckhead’s 
own spacey perspective: showy, 
yes, but it works. Smaller moments

In Grass you'll learn the tale of 
arry Jacob Anslinger, a high-rank- 
ing prohibition officer who found 
himself out of work in the first 
years of the Depression when 
‘ongress repealed ‘the 14th amend- 
nent, making it possible to drink 
alcohol. The film puts forth that 
f the bread line, Anslinger set 
campaign of slander of the 
plant and its users. He found strong 
support in white reactionaries, who 
argued marijuana was a way to 
ontrol certain racial minorities 
and classes of people. And before 
you can say “Reefer Madness,” 
nslinger set up the U.S. Federal 
Bu of Narcotics and installed 
fimself as head, a position he held 
into the Kennedy administration. 
The sad result are a number of 
federal and state laws that jailed

millions of people whose only 
crime was getting goofy, hungry, 
then sleepy. Couple this with the 
fact that hundreds of billions of 
dollars are used to enforce these 
laws and that we have to give mur- 
derers and rapists early parole to 
make room for the dope smokers 
in our prisons . . . well, I could go 
on and on. 

Grass is the Citizen Kane of 
dope documentaries. Director Ron 
Mann has done his homework: The 
man knows his shit (pun intend- 
ed). He calls every shot right, by 
simply telling the truth and letting 
the historical irony do its work. 
Juicy tidbits like Nixon making 
Elvis Presley a special agent of the 
drug enforcement agency (this is 
not the “clear and sober” postage 
stamp Elvis we’re discussing 
here), and a litany of Depression- 
era pot cops flubbing their lines in 
anti-dope hygiene films. 


A big part of the film’s success 
comes from Mann hitting a mother 
lode of stock news reel and propa- 
ganda footage (sometimes it’s hard 
to tell the two apart), and most of 
it is off of very good prints. The 
quality is most astonishing for 
footage that’s been neglected for 
decades. 

Mann’s assemblage of the 
footage has an innate flow to it. He 
inserts cool and funny computer 
graphics as chapter breaks that 
point out the cause and effect of 
each law being passed. 

While the film comes to a sud- 
den stop at the end, Mann hasn't 
cluttered up the film with boring 
and balanced conclusion state- 
ments. His bias abounds in Grass, 
but compared to the yammering of 
the marijuana opponents featured 
here, Mann looks like a poster boy 
for Socratic debate.

Even though it messes with your 
head a little, it’s neat talking to 
someone who so clearly chal- 
lenges traditional sex roles.

In the small upper New York 
State community where Maurer 
grew up, most people accepted her 
for who she was, a very boyish 
girl. 

Everyone, that is, except her 
fifth-grade teacher, who threat- 
ened to fail Maurer if she didn’t 
improve her handwriting. 
Basically, she wanted Maurer to 
write more like a girl. a 


When Maurer’s parents heard 
this they bribed their daughter 
with a shiny blue boy’s bike she’d 
had her eye on. At the time Maurer 
had a pink bike with tassels and a 
banana seat with flowers. “It was 
so embarrassing to ride,” Maurer 
recounts. 

So Maurer gave it her best girl, 
and showed up at school in a poly- 
ester skirt she snagged from her 
mother’s closet. Even though the 
other kids laughed at the little 11- 
year-old girl in drag, the teacher 
was pleased as punch. “She said, ‘I 
see now you're ready to learn. I 
want you to write like you’re 
dressed,” Maurer retells. 

The more she accessorized, the 
more pleased her teacher was. 
“One day I wore a barrette in my 
hair and I got to supervise the boys 
clapping the erasers outside,” says 
Maurer. 

“T paid them 25 cents to let me 
do it when the teacher wasn’t 
looking.”
